PC to press 
for extension into shop hours. 
Theatre Workshop endorsed by HSA, who will again provide £50. PC to contribute 
£20, as last year. 
List of PC Chairmen over last quarter century to be made available nO, local

Transfers of Licence have been completed for Holcombe Hotel and Unicorn. 
Windmill Centre (i) PC Chairman read out letter from Badminton Club and his 
_veply, clarifying sequence of events and present position on land to south of 
Centre. Whatever mistakes may have been made in the past by all concerned, PC 
has firm grip on Phase II and will safeguard interests of village. (ii) Mr 
Barnes, professional adviser to PC, reported on progress of levelling operations;

I read the letter from ane President and Secretary of the Women's Institute on 
bus tokens with some interest. May I give your readers some facts ? 


The cost of bus tokens has to be met from.the parish precept and they have to 
be be requested when the precept is made in January. They are issued in 
March and payment is made to the District Council in April. My estimate on 
the possible cost was based on the number who qualified when tokens were last 
issued in Deddington in 1980 (153) and on a basis of £12 per person. 
lixperience has taught me to estimate on a high demand when there is a ‘free 
issue". The product of a penny rate is £1875 for this year, and the balance 
on the Council's general account at 31st March was under £200, The Parish 
Council are specifically asked each year by the District Council to restrict 
the increase in the precept to a very low percentage - 2.7%, or £287, in 
1988/89 ~ and the Council have always done so excent when unavoidable extra 
costs have meant that a larger amount has been needed, The expenditure on 
the vrecept for 1983/89 is fully committed. 


When the District Council reneged on its commitment to issue bus tokens in 1981, 
the Parish Council took the view that it was, for a number of very ood ‘reasons 
a District matter although they do consider the question annually when the 
estimates are before them, They will do so again in December or ey to 
see if money can be allocated when the estimates are next considered. 


I will not comment in Deddington News on either the wording of, or the 
signatories to, the “Bus Token Petition". 


There is no secret as to where the Parish Council spend their money and 
Deddington News has copies of the estimates and audited accounts annually. 

A copy of the audited accounts is also placed in the library. The precept 
for this year, i.e. until 31st March 19389, is £10,916 and much of the 
expenditure has been inherited from previous Councils. Loan charges on the 
Windmill Community Centre amount to over £5000, the cost of maintaining the 
footway lighting is £2500 and rising, maintenance of the Cemetery, Castle 
Grounds and the Yown Hall is £1200 and the remainder is needed for the 
multiplicity of other activities the Council is involved in. Hopefully, when 
Phase II of the Community. Centre is completed, the loans will be repaid and 
the loan charge provision not needed, but this may not be just yet. 


The Council are conscious of the fact that Deddington is one of the highest 
rated Parishes in the District and that they need to be cautious in incurring 
additional expenditure.

I refer to the item in the PC report 23 March 1988 (April Deddington News) on 
the possible moving of the War Memorial from the cemetery to Market Place. 

Two ways of obtaining the finance were quoted and I would like to suggest a 
third — FUND-RAISING. Surely those interested could form themselves into a 
fund~raising group and raise the money required. I feel sure there would be 
considerable support for the relocation and the full amount should be obtained 
within two years. 

Remember, fund-raising does not have to be done in isolation. The Church 
bells, and now the Clock Appeal, the Windmill Capital Pund Spring fair, and 

the Football Club Centenary are just some of the recent events where clubs 

have worked together on a 50/50 basis. .Such events also provide worthwhile 
social occasions Phase If money is a eine aon lump sum and I am sure 
many of the local clubs, who exist through fund-raising, would like some of the 
proceeds, not least The Windmill Centre, “ae centre of sports and social 
activities in and around Deddington. 


All have had to make the effort to raise money themselves and I hope those. 
wanting the Memorial moved will also make the effort, and get enjoyment in so

From _John Webber, Hempton, to the Editors 


The process of closure for Hempton Church: is going ane The Parochial Church 
Council have the right to close St John's, and to go ahead with their plan to 
sell the (listed) building for a private dwelling, so that it is no longer a 
burden on local hale funds. I would, however, suggest a stay of execution, 
for the following ressons: 


1. Interest. and financial support have increased of late, with a regular 
congregation of 14-15 plus, with more people within and outside the village 
choosing to worship there, 


2. No separate finencial accounts have been published, or targets set for 
Hempton people to safeguard the continuance of St John's, and there has been no 
attempt to quantify the needs for keeping the Church open. 


3. Although the architect's report listed various works needed over a varying 
‘time scale, there has been no attempt to minimise costs for minor works, eeg. by 
asking for a working party to attend to tree cutting etc. around the building, 

‘or by selling rather than repairing the disused wooden hut standing in the grounds. 


4. The Parish Room is the only public room or hall in Hempton, and has been used 
for a youth club, table tennis, whist drives, children's parties etc. in the 
past. It was created by community work end volunteer labour and although 
currently underused, sele of the site would deprive the Village of any future 
use. The seat in the Churchyard was also provided by residents of Hempton. 


5. Now that Mr Hannah has announced his planned retirement, a new vicar is 
expected in the next few years. To pre-empt his choice - St John's can be 
regarded as an opportunity rather than a liability - would be premature if not 
downright discourtecous. 


6. Finally, with the coming of the M.40, vroperty prices are rising. Therefore 
a hasty sale - although the proceeds go to the Diocese rather than to the. 
Parish = would seem bad policy. The longer the delay - if a sale is inevitable =« 
‘then the better the final price. In the meantime, the Church could continue 

and the chance of 2a solution other then closure would remain. 


So, the PCC should stay its hand. Sven better, as some of them have never, I 
believe, attended a service themselves, in fact may never even have set foot 
in the building, they are very welcome to join us one morning, first or third 
Sunday of the month, et 9 am — even if it means missing choir practice just 


this once!

Here are some extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for the month 
of May 1858. THIS IS TH! DEDDINGTON OF 150 YEARS AGO. 


2_May ~ I returned from a visit to London, was on the outside of the Sovereign 
Coach which goes to Leamington, got down at Adderbury Gate where Edmund (the 
groom) met me with the A-qeodion, 

12 May - Issued a warrant against two lads (15 & 16) for firing an elder pellet 
gun loaded with gunpowder, this setting fire to a cottage in Barford and 
injuring same to the amount of £5 or £6, They were sent to prison for three 
weeks. 

14 May - Took the pence at the school as usual. Afterwards rode up to the Fox 
at North Aston to attend a Turnpike Meeting. 

18 May ~ Sent for Mr Flint, the Adderbury schoolmaster, and reprimanded him 
severely for mixing himself up with the disorderly and disaffected in the 
Parish about certain local matters (the Feoffee land) and attending certain 
meetings connected with politics and a party spirit on the subject of the new 
Poor Law and advocating a petition for the repeal of the same - and also for 
attending the Meeting House occasionally. He expressed his sorrow and promised 
to conduct himself differently and properly for the future. 

22, May - We were busied in getting a boat load of coal from Aynho Wharf, 
Poulton's and J. Dean's teams drew it in, 

26 May ~ Talked to Grocer Churchill about the Coronation and whether it would 
be possible to raise money enough to give the poor a dinner on the day. Gave 
Flint of Adderbury, the schoolmaster, another lecture as to his recent and 
future conducts 4 2 7 

Many thanks to Audrey & Brian Fuller and Roger Gardner for phoning about the 
Pest House. hey tell me that 'Pest House Field' is situated just off the 
lay-by at the top of Deddington Hill and that the foundations of the Pest 
House are still there, Also in the field are the remains of another building 
known as the Waggonners Rest, where the horses were rested after climbing the 
hill. The field belongs to the Feoffees (now known as Deddington Charities).

LILY HILL writes "My mother reminded we children often not to play in the 
Pesthouse fields, She wasn‘t at all sure that even after so many years later, 
we couldn't pick up some arful pestilence t" 


And in Hisorical and Descriptive Notices of the Parish of Deddington, Oxon, 
published in 1879, the Rev HB Marshall, MA FSA, wrote "The Pest House .... lies 
on the left-hand side of the road to Adderbury."” ~ EDS 


DEDDINGTON PETTY SESSTONS 1920s by Bernard Bowerman 


The court was held each fortnight by magistrates. The Superintendent of Police 
from Bicester came. He was driven there in a small Trojan car which was chain 
driven with solid tyres. The cases for trial were usually not serious cases, 
thieving, quarrels, lorry drivers exceeding the 20 miles an hour limit (they 
were timed on a measured mile by Sgt Page and his constable hiding in the 
hedges), child maintenance cases.~ if the father didn't pay for the child he 
went to prison for a month, then home a month and back to prison until one 
party got tired of it. Then there were cases of drunk and disorderly conduct. 
One man was taken to court on that charge and was taken home on a wheel barrow. 
When the magistrate asked him what he was there for, he said he didn't know, 
unless it was driving without reins, which reminds me ... 


I really did get caught doing just that by no less a person that Superintendent 
Buckingham on his way to the court. It happened on the road from Aynho Station 
to Clifton, I had a load of animal feed with two horses and,as was common 
practice, I sat on the shafts with no reins to control the horses. They were 
used to the roads. I didn't see the Superintendent's car until it was almost 


touching my load. (Continued on page 6)
